The physicians régdrd it a8 remark- 
able that none of the men has shown 
the slightest scurvy. Both Dr. Pear- 
son and Dr. Battiscombe, the prison 
physicians, think it may be two or 
three months before the men regain 
their strength and that it will bé a year 
before they are nornial. They 
counting on the beneficial influence of 
the prisoners’ changed state of mind to 
hasten recovery. 

Fasters Emaciated. 

The emaciation of the prisoners is so 
bad that, according to the doctors, it is 
possible to encircle their ankles with 
the first finger and thumb. 

This afternoon, for the first time in 
more than ten weeks, the doctors, both 
of whom were threatened with death if 
any hunger sriker died, left the jail 


for a stroll about the city.

The name has also met with the ap- 
proval of editors and publishers of 
other Chicago papers. These oth-r 
papers have agreed to codperate with 
the Joseph Medill school to »the fullest 
extent. 
Plans of the School. 

The plan of the school, while not 
complete, has proceeded far enough to 
make possible the following announce- 
ment: 

Afternoon and evening classes will 
be established in Northwestern Uni- 


streets, for the convenience of news- 
paper workers in Chicago. This will 
| comprise a four year course for the 


trade journals, and other 


papers, 
peflodicals. 
There will also be a school at Evans 
ton for beginners in journalism who 
‘contemplate newspaper careers. This 
will be a two year course and will be 
exhaustive. 


Newspaperman as Dean. 
President Scot€ will announce short- 
ly the name of the head of the 
school as well as the faculty mem 
The dean will be a man thoroughly 
versed in all departments of newspaper 
creation, and his assistants will be men 
at present active in that fleld. The 
editors of THE TRIBUNE have made no 
suggestions as to faculty or dean and 
the university will have free hand here 
as well as in-the direction of the schoo!. 
“The purpose of the schoo] will be 
td provide a definite, practicgl, profes- 
sional training for those who wish to 


‘lenter this field of professional activity, 


as well as for those already engaged 
in it,” President Scott said. 

“The profession of journalism is one 
of vital importance in its influence 
upon public opinion and“ upon the 
minds and character of mankind. It 
will be the object of the Joseph Medill 
school to make better journalists. 
These, in turn, will produce better 
newspapers and periodicals. 


Offers Unusual Advantages. 

“The curriculum will include threer 
types of courses of instruction. First, 
those familiarizing the student with 
present day social, economic, and po- 
litical problems and the general field 
of literature. Second, those which will 
develop his power of clear and effee- 
tive expression. Third, those which 
will provide training in the actual tech- 
nique and practice of modern journal- 
ism. 

“For the third type of courses the 
Medill school will offer uhusual ad- 
vantages because of the codperation 
which is to be provided by the Chicago 
proms. 

“ Professional education for journal- 
ists has passed beyond the expert- 
mental stage. It has already justified 
itself. We are convinced that through 
this new school a large contribution 
will be made to the profession and to 
the general public welfare. 


Two Kinds of Courses. 

“Instruction will be offered on two 
plans, corresponding to the present 
method of conducting courses in the 
school of commerce. For full time day 
students on the Evanston campus, the 
work in journalism will constitute one 
of the two year curricula of the school 
of commerce for students who have 
first completed two years of liberal

THE JAPANESE DANGER. 

Marquis Okuma, former premier of Japan, says 
that the anti-Japanese movements in the United 
states are endangering the relations of the two 
nations. He says that the United States is like 
Germany in ignoring the principles of hunfanity 
and justice. 

“Must we,” he asked, “one of the five great 
powers, remain silent when others act inhumanely 
and unjustly toward our nationals? This is not 
«he way the welfare 8f humanity is promoted ” 

The Japanese Immigration association, which he 
addressed, passed resolutions declaring that the 
“ anti-Japanese legislation in California is so glar- 
ingly unjust that we can hardly afford to toler. 
ate it.” | 

These are strong words and they are not irre- 
sponsible, Okuma heads: a party in Japan. Ee 
may be trying to' get back into power by using the 
exciusion issue. The Japanese government is not 
belligerent. Okuma is. But the Japanese govern- 
ment keeps pressure on an issue, although with 
regard to the substance of it the American and 
Japanese governments are supposed to be in accord. 

There is no injustice done the Japanese in ex- 
cluding them from California land. They are not 
being deprived of anything to which they could 
assert a right. Tre right of regulating land tenure 
may have to be asserted by any nation in protec- 
tion of its citizenship. Japan cannot contend that 
a nation may not decide what aliens it is possible tc 
admit to citizenship and cannot say that it is de- 
sirable for a state to have its land held outside -ts 
citizenship. 

Americans are almost justified in looking at the 
Japanese protest as cover for a policy which 
Japan does not care to have appear naked. They 
are almost justified in believing that the United 
States is listed third in the ousters which Japan 
has planned in Asia, Russia, Germany, and the 
United States. 

The United States is a more stubborn block to 

Japanese enterprise in Asia than any other power. 
It is the only power which did not agree to Shan- 
tung and virtually the only one which protests 
when the Japanese use repressive measures or 
eggressive measure against other Asiatics. 
' We have dependencies and naval! stations lying 
mruch closer to Japan than we should want Jap- 
anese possessions to the United States. The Jap 
anese cannot create any moral issue against us out 
of that, and in all controversies other than the 
land igagsue we manage to get the moral value on 
our side, whether we are objecging to the occupa- 
tion of Shantung, the occupation of Siberia and 
Sughalin, or the coercion of Coreans. | 

We have a knack of being mostly moral and fre- 
quently meddlesome. Japan would like to throw us 
out of the Pacific, out of the Philippines, and out 
of Hawaii, but the issue which makes the attempt 
possible must be found elsewhere. We are not 
offensive in the Philippines or in Hawali. The ex- 
clusion of Japanese in California is an excuse and 
it ia one which Japan seems determined to keep 
pending, to use to anger her own people and to 
hold against the United States as a cofvenience. 

If that is the case, as we have reason to believe 
it is, the next six months will be anxious ones fer 
Americans. If that is Japanese policy what the 
United States needs and needs at once is a new sec- 
setary.of the navy. 

We need to keep our powder dry and our navy 
antact.. Mr. Daniels is hopeless. He will keep the 
Geet divided for the next four months and it will 
take two more at least for a sensible secretary of 
the navy to reassemble it. 

That divided fleet is America’s chief danger 
the present. It presents opportun‘ty to the Jap-. 
anese, who are maintaining their cause againct us. 
Japan does not undertake foolish wars and ordi- 
narily it might be foolish fer it to undertake one 
egainst the United States. In the present ca‘ 
Japan might accomplish all its purposes with little 
risk and leave the United States in a deplorable 
state of humiliation, undecided whether to make 
the enormous effort to retrieve itself or to accept 
the\ situation. 

We have not much fear of the Japanese invading 
the Pacific coast states, although that is a military 
possibility. They could, however, seize the Philtp- 
pines, possibly Hawaii and other American Pacific 
possessions, throw us out as they did the Russians 
and Germans, and give us a state of war with 
battle offered far from any base we held. 

The Philippines are a menace to the United 
States. We do not want them and do not need 
them. We cannot defend them and Manila may 
make us a war just as Port Arthur made one for 
Russia, and Tsing Tau for Germany. 

We need and want Hawaii, and if we were wise 
could hold it, although it is heavily peopled with 

Japanese, who might be able to take it from the 
inside. 

That is our situation, with these hostages to fate 
which Japan wants, and Americans as they watch 
Japanese proceedings will take into consideration 
that the real Japanese purpose may be oblique and 
tne @nnounced purpose merely a cover.

The average con- 
sumer has come to realize that he, not the cor- 
poration, is paying this tax, and paying it over 
and over again as it is added to costs by each 
hand which passes a commodity along from pro- 
ducer to consumer. It is now recognized not 
only as one of the causes of high prices but as 
a restricting influence upon business expansion and 
general prosperity. Therefore it is opposed. 
But the nation has war debts to pay ani cur- 
rent expenses to meet. If the excess profits tax 
is abolished, some other method of obtaining reve- 
nue must be devised. The American Bankers’ 
assotiation, the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and other organizations are giving serious 
thought to this problem. With their advice and 
the best efforts of government agencies ‘a solu- 
tion is likely. 

One source of income which has not been used 
to its best possibilities by the Democratic admin- 
istration is the tariff. Wisely arranged, that will 
not only provide some of the revenue lost by the 
elimination of the excess profits tax but will stim- 
ulate some lines of “business to better returns. 
Application of a new tariff schedule, however, car- 
ries with it some danger of maintaining or increas- 
ing high prices. That is a danger which will make 
the tariff problem very difficult. There will be 
little advantage in removing excess profits taxes 
to lower prices if new tariff provisions are to 


make high prices possible by removing competi- 


tion. It is to be hoped that a way can be found 


between the two dangers. 


In any event the tax and tariff problems are of 


great importance and immediate interest. The 
difficulty of their solution is an added reason why 
Mr. Harding should surround himself with the 
Best minds available in the country.

Brilliant and distinguished 
men often are unsuccessful administrators and 
troublesome members of cabinets because of the 


We do not say ability is not wanted in the cabi- 
net. In fact, a very high order of ability is wanted. 
But if the reforms we hope for are to be accom- 
plished, this ability must be directed to the public 
good rather than to individual aggrandizement.

“The Japanese people do not believe 
they are inferior to the central and 
southern European peoples and they 
cannot understand why, if those na- 
tions are recognized as of the first 
class, the people who are their national] 
constituents are not. 

“ Japanese religion may be a basic 
point of difference, but we offer per- 
fect freedom to American missionaries 
and practice the doctrine of religious 
freedom as America does. The gen- 
tlemen's agreement restricting immi- 
gratiion is being strictly observed by 
Japan, it being as difficult as ever for 
Japanese students to obtain passports 
to America.

Tale of the Footlights 


UD KIPLING got himself a gob of 
fame by rhyming the truism that 
women are all alike “ under the skin.” 
but who ever pointed out before that 
the stuff they put over their skin—paint 
and powder—makes ’em all one: all beanties? 


When Jimmy Jelleff fell into the theatrical 
business he fell like most men fall—first 
into it and then for it. But he stopped 
there, because the next stage usually is 
falling through it, and Jimmy just kept 
rising. 
He became stenographer to a lordly and 
famous producer of musical shows. His 


qualifications at that time were entirely 
secretarial. It might just as easily or as elib- 
ly have been his tuck to become shorthander 
to an official of a. structural iron studio, a 
lumber laboratory, or a lawyer's plant. Jia- 
my was a pliable, yet durable sort, a glutton 
for detail, an observing and absorbing youth, 
a wide-eyed record tlrungry for positive im- 
pressions, an unspoiled yet not callow little 

chap. His scholastic preparation had been 
thorough as far as it went, he had hereditary 
stamina, and he had a set will to succeed, 
tegether with a set willingness to work 
amd no chimerical illusions about being a 
genius. 

Naturally, Theodore Howland, his employ- 
er, found him an unending surprise and a 
daily recurrent boon. He began to trust 
Jimmy more and more. In the theatrical 
business, where there is so much laxity 
and latitude, where the copy book rules of 
“ efficiency ” have never entered, where there 
is a good deal of sentimentality (honest and 
counterfeit), and where the very merchan- 
dise on hand is frivolous or spurious or vi- 
cious or salacious, or salubrious or lugubri- 
ous, or mendacious or audacious or specious 
or ridiculous—well, the atmosphere is con- 
ducive to grown-up notions in the heads of 
youths and youthful leanings in the heads 
of old men, but it is rarely productive of 
what our grandfathers used to call “an old 
head on young shoulders.” And Jimmy Jel- 
leff had one. 


He saw shows from almost the first from 
an academic viewpoint.

~ were important to him as what the fool pub- 
lic craved, but they fa not blind or jag 
him from the earliest hour that he spent 
“In the business ” and therefore behind the 
scenes- He seemed to sense the intricate 
ramifications of inside theatrical dealings, 
those sui generis relations which cannot 
be guessed by accurate psychology, supply 
and demand, or any other sane rules—they 
are individual to showhouse tactics; it would 
take a thousand volumes to explain why. 


When he was very young in his theatrical 
life and his business career he attended a 
first night, journeying with his employer 
to a college town in New England to see 
“Sweet Mamma” make its bow. He wit- 
nessed the ceremonies and maneuvers that 
always attend the last preparations for ring- 
ing up a curtain on a premiere. He knew 
that a great deal of money and a great deal 
of glory and a great deal of what is more 
important—satisfaction over rivals, who al- 
ways “pull” for a failure—depended on the 
showing of the new show. Jimmy was all 
wrapped up in it. He would have bet that 
he had no other thought in his whole ma- 
chinery as the overture began than a con-

centrated tugging for the piece to be a “ hit.” 
The “drop” flew up and the chorus sang 
the inaudible lyrics against time and the 
audience.

The embryo orchestra man abroad 
does not take a few lessons, “learn to 
play a piece” after our fashion, and 
then go into one of the famous Euro- 
pean symphonic organizations. By a 
competitive arrangement he enters a 
conservatory—every municipality of 
any importance boasts of one, the one 
in Paris-probably being the most per- 
fect example—and there he is taught 
music in all its phases, historical, ana- 
lytical, and practical.

all bent on convincing us that they are, 
the real thing? 

“It is a question that cannot be ' 
answered satisfactorily even by pro-; 
fessional musicians. What a pity it 
is that some of the young men who} 
struggle vainly with piano sonatas in 
Aeolian hall do not take up orchestral 
instruments. Does it never occur to | 
any of them that one can live the life. 
of a musical artist, earn a good living, 
and enjoy life without appearing as a 
concert soloist? | 

“There is a great scarcity of good 
bassoon players, and a capable artist . 
on that instrument can command a 
salary of $100

cupied, and in the summer he can 
readily earn money in theaters or sum- 
mer resorts. 

“The same conditions apply to the 
case of the oboist and the clarinetist. 
| Woodwind players of the best quality 
are none too numerous and very well 
paid.

They receive no newspaper 
publicity. Kind friends do not sur- 
round them with exclamations: ‘ O, Mr.

BIG HOTELS 
ROW OVER 


Two big hotel corporations, both op- 
erating hostelries known over the world 
of travel, tomorrow will come to a long 
predicted legal battle over the name 
| Ambassador. The eight corporations 
which operate the Ambassador hotel in 
Atlantic City, the Ambassador in 
Santa Barbara, Cal., the Alexandria in 
Los Angeles, and which are building 
Ambassadors in New York City and 
Los Angeles, will file suit in the Su- 
perior or Circuit court for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Hotel Sherman 
company from using the name Ambas- 
sador for the twelve story hotel to 
open next month at the northwest cor- 
ner of State and Goethe streets. 

“We claim our property rights have 
been invaded,” said H. N. Gottlieb, 
attorney for the Ambassador forces, 
“in both name and good will. We've 
spent a great deal to make the name 


Ambassador known and plan eventual- 
ly to have a Chicago-hotel. Now the 
Hotel Sherman company gets the bene- 
fit of our name. | 

“We opened our $10,000,000 Ambas- 
sador at Atlantic City ;in June, 1919. 
The name of the proposed Loraine 
hotel at State and Goethe was changed 
to Ambassador in November, 1919.” 

“The name Ambassador has bee.. 
used by eight or ten European hotels 
‘for many years,” replied Eli B. Felsen- 
thal of Felsenthal, Wilson, Struck- 
mann & Berger, representing the Ho- 
tel Sherman. “ The name for the Chi- 
cago hotel was selected before the an- 
nouncement of a proposed chain of 
Ambassador hotels in this country.” 

A similar legal battle was avoided 
some time ago when the name of the 
hotel then under construction at Ken- 
more and Granville avenues was 
changed from Ritz-Car‘ton to S6ov- 
The Ritz-Carlton interests, 
‘with hotels in many of the world’s 
| great cities, have several times seen 
tto it that their name was not used on 
local hotels in which they had no in- 


terests.

PLANS $600,000 
FIREPROOF ANNEX 


North Shore Hostelry to 
Add 200 Rooms. ~ 


When Hotel managers are compelled 
to turn away guests on account of lack 
~of accommodations the next step is 
usually a hurry call for an architect. 
So when F. W. Cushing, owner and 
manager of the Moraine hotel property 
in Highland Park, recently was forced 
to refuse perfectly good money offered 
by homeless millionaires, he asked 
Architect Ernest A. Mayo, who de- 
signed the original hotel and its two 
annexes, to draw plans for a third big 
addition. ‘ 

As a result the neighboring picture 
shows what the north shore is going to 
have in the way of new hotel accommo- 
dations. A $600,000 five story and Eng- 
lish bagement fireproof building, of 
concrete, is to be built just north and 
west of the present main structure, a 
glimpse of which can be seen in the 
right in the photograph. It will be 
about 285 feet long, with three wings 
of an average depth of fifty feet each 
and will extend east and west, fronting 
south, with the west end about thirty 
feet from Sheridan road. 

There will be 200 rooms in the new 
annex with seventy sleeping porches, 
glazed for winter and screened for 
warm weather. The hotel now has 230 
sleeping rooms with § thirty-seven 
porches. 

The Moraine is a unique hostelry. In 
the first place, it has pleinty of grounds 
—ten acres. It fronts on Sheridan 
road and runs back to the lake, where 
guests have one of the finest private 
bathing beaches in the middle west. 

Although it fs an alk year round 
hotel, summer is the big season, espe 
cially when Ravinia is open. Then its 
lobby looks like a New York or Boul. 
Mich. hostelry. Many of the Grand 
opera stars make it their home during 
the season. 

Architect Mayo designed the original 
hotel building in 1905. In 1908 he drew 
plans for an annex which contains the 
big ballroom. Three years later a sec- 
ond addition was built. Work will be- 
gin on the latest annex flext spring.
